An Exploding Holloway Hills a 
Brave Fireman. 


Full Details of the Tragic Event 
in a Deserted Cellar, : 


Phelim Toole was killed at noon to-day. in 
the cellar of an empty heuse on Locust street 
by the explosion of a Hollowav extinguisher, 
Within three minutes of the time that 
he received the shock he was cold and dead, 
and the Fire Department and the whole. city 
lost a man wnose place it will be impossible 
to fill. He died as he had lived, in 
the harness, and, had he himself to choose, 
probably no ending would have suited him so 
well. 


Phelim Toole’s name isa household word 
in St. Louis. Everybody recalls incidents 
and stories of his nervy pluck,of his cool 
contempt of danger, of his magniticent work 
in. saving property and life whenever they 
were in peri]. Atten minutes past twelve 
to-day smoke was discovered issuing from 
the cellar of a small unoccupied house at No. 
714 Locust, and word was at once passed 
to the engine house on Seventh, 


the flre was not a big one; really, it was only 
a lot of shavings set on fire by some 
mischievous boys, and so the engine was 
not called out. One of the firemen, Mr. 
Shea, caught up a Holloway en- 
tinguisher of the ordinary pattern, and, 
accompanied by Pnelim Toole, Mr. Lindsay 
and Tom Finnerty, ran through the alley to 
the rear of the house. It is the custom in the 
department for one man to carry the ex- 
| tinguisher, and a new man to take it when it 
is to be used, as it is a heavy load 
and will wear a man out to carry it in a few 
minutes. 
THE DEATH. 


As soon as Shea put the box down Phelim 
caught the crank, and with a. » of 
vigorous turns fixed it “for 


use, and picking it up ran down the céliar 
steps with itin his arms, Tom Finnerty be- 
ing just behind him. The cellar was full 
of choking smoke from the damp shavings, 
and hence he ran in a stooping position until 
he got to the center. He then = stooped 
still further to put the machine 
on the ground, when it exploded 
almostin his arms. The gas blew out the 
bottom of the cylinder and then re- 
acted by making the whole of 
the heavy machine rise and strike him 
fullin the top of the head. A loud report 
followed and he staggered back into Finner- 
ty’s arms, My God, I’m killed!“ he said and 
never spoke again. Finnerty himself was 
blown backward by the explosion, but he was 
not hurt, and he and Shea liited Phelim 
out of the dense smoke and gas 
tothe yard above. One look at his face 
showed them that he had had his death blow, 
and with a muttered curse they took 
him up again and carried him 
into the rear of Sumnei’s piano Warehouse, 
where medical aid was at once sum- 
moned. No doctor could do him 
any good, however. He ha 1 
died in the arms of the men who were carry- 
ing him, and it was only his body that they had 
borne into shelter. He was laid out 


and Straight. His lips were dlu 
and his eyes looked up at the 
ceiling without sight in them. His fireman’s | 
dress was soilea and muddy, and 
blood had oozed out of his mouth 
and ears. The center of his head 
bore the mark where the heavy cylinder had 
struck him. Dectors Metcalfe and 
Knapp examined him and pronounced 
the cause of death concussion of the brain, 
which they thought was more from the ex- 
—— of the gas than from the stroke of the 
rass head of the cylinder. 

A SAD SCENE. 
The news spread like wild-fire through the 
town that Phelim Toole was dead, and in a very 
few minutes the alley in the rear of Sumner’s 
wareroom was densely thronged with people. 
A cordon of police kept the doorway 
and the bedy was at once sur- 
rounded byacircle of firemen and citizens 
intently watching the’doctors for some words.

Several times she stroked his face and groan- 
ed as she felt the chill of it. Could she have 
found reliefin tears it would have been 
well for her, but she could not; her eves were 
red and swollen, and her throat parched, ap- 
parently, for the groans were hoarse and cut- — 
ting.

A Pen-Picture of the Hot Springs 
in Arkansas. 
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The Marvelous Curative Properties 
ae of the Waters. fare

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An Interview With a Visiting Missouri 
™ Statesman on Home Politics. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- Dispatch. 

Hor SPRINGS, July 4, 1880.—This is a veri- 
table Vailey of Affliction. 
gorgein a diminutive mountain spur, a long 
Une of cheap, skeleton shanties on one side, 
some hotels and bath-houses on the other, sit- 
ting at the foot of a blackened, volcanic hill, 
from whose touffa-covered sides gush and 
plash and stream and bubble forever a half 
hundred springs, and you have a rough 
sketch of this famous resort. Through the 
valley in front of the hotels and shops runs a 
sluggish stream, ever present to vour olfacto- 
ries. ladened with old boots, fruit cans,sewage 
from the adjacent housesand deceased cats. 
This serves as an outlet forthe surplus wa- 
ters of the springs. If covered over it would 
make an excellent sewer. The location reminds 
me forcibly of that of famed Carlsbad, where 
the intemperate nobility of Europe gather to 
soak their engorged livers and remove adipose 


tissue. The waters alike are hot, the moun- 
tains have the same contour, and 
the valley stream is the same 


Save as to the smell. At Carlsbad the hill - 
sides are covered with handsome, picturesque 
villas and boarding- houses with poetic names. 
Tt has the air of solidity and antiquity. 
This place has the primitive, mushroom air 
of Deadwood. Pasteboard houses which 
cost originally two hundred dollars rent for 
thirty-five dollars per month. There isn’t a 
stone or brick house inthe place, though a 
Mr. Rammelsburg, of Cincinnati, is adding 
to the architectural beauty of the place by 
erecting a bath-house of the latter material. 
Now that the interminabie contest be- 
tween the Government and the 
early Jarndyce claimants has been settled, it 
is thought that the place will take on 
a more substantial mien. It is a village of 
drug-stores, saloons, doctor shops and hos- 
telries. I wouldn't like to say how many 
doctors of medicine are fly ing their banners 
here, but I will make the bold assertion that 
fully two-thirds of them are charlatans and 
quacks of the most exasperating character. 
The opportunity to prey upon poor, suffer- 
ing, gullable humanity was never greater in 
the land. 

There can be no denying the marvelous 
properties of these waters. Gnarled, crip- 
pled and twisted rheumatics come here, par- 
take of the waters, then throw away their 
crutches and leap with joy. Other fashiona- 
ble disorders are treated with equal success. 
Strange to say, the mystic properties of the 
water are no better understood to-day than 
they were when the melancholly Indian cume 
bere to soak his rheumatic bones. Analysis 
bas never yet revealed a medicinal ingredient 
known to be aspecific for the diseases which 
are here daily cured. The administration is 
purely empirical. All that is known positive- 
ly is that a certain cause produces certain re- 
suits. One bath-house owner advertises 
that his spring contains arsenic. Another 
hangs out an iddine sign and another still sets 
up a claim to magnesia and iron. As a mat- 
ter of fact the waters are precisely the same 
and contain no traceof the minerals so loudly 
advertised. The lying on the part of the 
avaricious bath-house men and the charla- 
tanism of the alleged doctors create regret 
that the Government did not throw its pro- 
tecting arms around these valuable fountains 
and subject them to intelligent and scientific 


use. 
It is a mistake to suppose that these baths 


e curative in themselves. They are chiefly 
valuable as aids to medication. Owing to their 
peculiar eliminative and diaphoretic powers, 
patients can be subjected, without serious 
consequences, to three times the medication 
that they can withstand at home. Powerful spe- 
cifics can be administered in conjunction with 
the waters and results are arrived at in a few 
weeks which cannot be obtained at home in 
years. That’s the whole matter in a nutshell. 

As a matter of course life at a place where 
only invalids congregate is insipid and stupid 
toadegree that is depressing. No pebble 
seems to fall into this clear and silent lake. 
The world is as completely suut out, barring 
the daily mail, as though this were Sleepy 
Holiow instead of a valley as cosmopolitan in 
its population as Stamboul or Nijni- Novgorod. 
A stone rolling from the mountain side would 
be arelief. One day last week a pair of af- 
frighted horses dashed wildly along the sole 
muddy street, and the event was almost as 
much ofasensation for us as was the 
battle of Waterloo for the peasantry 
around and about Mont St. Jean 
A more perfect microcosm it would 
be @ifticult to find. There is plenty of agree - 
able company about the hotels, no end of 
gambling-rooms, and we have at our place 
some ofticers of artillery stationed here who 
give color to the scene in a mild way, such as 
one sees at Dieppe and Baden; but there is a 
dearth of music and flirtation and a lack of 


rand kursaal. Horseback riding is the chief 
iversion, swapping lies the sole pastime; for 
there is no comfort in pedestrianism. 

At this season of the year the place is most 
affected by the Southern people. They come 
here because a trip northward is a relief from 

ir burning suns and torrid breezes. In the

Sk DAYS WITHOUT FOOD. 


Progress of Tanner’s Attempt to 
Fast Forty Days. 


How He Looks, Acts and Talks—He' 
Leses an Average of Two Pounds 
— im Weight Daily.

One of the most curious experiments, from 
A pbysiological pont of view, ever made in 
this city, is new in pra eck in Clarendon 
Hall, East Thirteenth street,. The hall is 
5 to the public without the usual payment 
ofan admissionfee, Dr. H. '§. Tanner. of. 
Minneapolis, Minn., has been confined there 
now for six days, voluntarily subjecting him- 
self to a deprivation from all kinds ef food, 
liquid or solid. He began his singular ex- 
periment at noon on Monday last, and pro- 
poses to demonstrate to the world his inde- 
pendence of food by fasting forty days and 


forty nights. The Doctor is a short, 
stout man, ‘and enjoyed perfect 
health, as his face and figure showed, 
before he began his contest with the laws of 


nature. He has gray hair, and is about 54 
ears of age. The expression of his face is 
ntelligent, and a moment’s conversation with 

him will undeceive any person Who imagines 

him to be afool, deliberately rushing on to 
self-destruction by starvation. Heis a firm 
believer in Mollie Fancher and the extraordi- 
nary story of her long existence without food, 
and he claims to have fasted on a previous oc- 
casion in Minnesota for forty-two days. That 
he thoroughly and honestly believes in his 
ability to perform the task which he has un- 
dertaken there is not the slightest doubt. 

Whether he will die or become insane during 

the struggle are questions which must be an- 

swered by the event. 

Dr. Tanner is watched constantly by two 
pbysicians of this city, a change in the attend - 
ants being made every six hours. Atthe 
rear portion of Clarendon Hall a space 45 feet 
long by 35 wide has been railed off, and within 
this the Doctor is confined. A narrow iron 
cot bedstead stands in the center of this space, 
and a small writing stand without a drawer 
and a rocking-chair constitute the only other 
articles of furniture. These stand on the east 
side of the enclosure, near the tables provided 
for the physicians and the reporters, some of 
whom are constantly in attendance watching 
the experiment. Before beginning his fast, 
Dr. Tanner was stri oe and his clothes thor- 
oughly searched, to discover anything in the 
shape of conceaied food. His bed-clothes were 
also searched, and the gentlemen who per- 
formed this service satisfled themselves that 
he had nothing concealed in them. Since that 
time no 4 has been allowed to shake 
hands with him, so that no food can have been 
conveyed to him in that way, and no person 
has been allowed to converse with him, except 
under the eye and within the hearing of one 
or both of his medical attendants. Nothing 
received for him from the outside, not even a 
letter, has been handed him without being 
subjected to a rigid examination, and yester- 
day when he purchased an evening paper the 
boy was not allowed to hand it to him. It 
was examined as closely as though it were 
possible to. conceal a good-sized ham in its 
folds. The watchers are confident that up to 
this time, at least, no food of any kind has 
passed to the Doctor's hands or stomach, and 
as the gentlemen are all reputable physicians, 
though not of the regular school,” there is 
no reason to doubt their words. 

On the first day of his fasting Dr. Tanner 
allowed himself the luxury of a spoonful of 
water occasionally, but on Tuesday he made 
up his mind to dispense with this, and since 
then he has neither eaten nor drunk an ounce 
ofanything. He uses water very frequently 
to gargle in h.s throat, because, as he says, 
his mouth tastes offensively, and he must 
have something to clean it occasionally. 
Whenever he demands water, a quantity is 
carefully measured out by his watchers in an 
apothecary’s dram-giass, and hauded to him. 
He pours it into a large bowl, from which he 
receives it into his mouth. After gargling 
sufliciently, the water is ejected back into the 
bowl, and from there poured back to the 
measuring glass, so that it can be seen that 
none has passed to his stomach. A complete 
record of his appearance and actions is kept 
by the physicians ina bock, whichis open 
on their table, free for inspection by 
the public at all times. When- 
ever he evinces a desire to go to sleep, his 
bed - clothes and bed and the clothes which he 
takes off are searched as carefully as on the 
first day of his fast, and with the precautions 
taken, if all the watchers are honest, as there 
is no reason to doubt that they are, it seems 
almost impossible that a fraud could be im- 
posed. The sixth day of Dr. Tanner’s fast 
will close at noon to-day. Before renouncing 
food and drink he weighed 1571-2 pounds, 
and during the first fi days he lost 101-2 
pounds of flesh, or an average of over two 
pounds aday. Heis very nervous at times, 
and walks and talks a great deal. A fair part 
of his time is passed on his cot-bed, but his 
sleep thus far has been comparatively little. 
A favorite position of his seems to be to lie 
on his face on the cot, turning wearily from 
timetotime. He also sits for long periods in 
his chair, with one foot resting on his little 
table. Many of the weary mioutes are pass- 
edin reading the daily newspapers, and he 
occasionally indulges in lively discussions with 
his watchers or the spectators. He is very 
bitter against allopathic doctors, whom he dc-~ 
cuses of having played him false, inducing 
bim to come here to try the experiment, and 
then refusing to meet the terms of Dr. Ham- 
mond’s challenge. On Friday night, when 
he was at what he calls the crisis of his trial, 
and very nervous and irritable, a large crowd 
of spectators pusned into the hall to see him. 
The majority of them were dirty and carried 
with them vile odors, many holding half- 
smoked stumps of cigars in their hands. The 
air became very oppressive, and his nervous- 
ness and irritation increased. At 10:30,when 
the crowd had disappeared, he left the inclo- 
sure and walked through the hallway to the 
front window, the watchers following him. 
He staid at the window a half hour, drawing 
in the fresh air of the street, and gained great 
relief. His pulse at that time stood at 80, and 
his temperature at 98 9-10°. At 11 o’cloek 
he lay down on his cot, resting par- 
tially on hisface, and turned and twisted 
about uneasily, rising at intervals to indulge 
in short walks for the next three hours and a 
half. At 2:56 yesterday morning he called for 
water, which was given him by Dr. W. L. 
Tuttle, Who was watching in company with 
Dr. OG. A. Marsh, and having gargied and 
ejected it, without swallowing any, undressed 
and went to bed. He told the physicians then 
that he felt first-rate, much better than the 
day before. He was rather restless for a half 
hour, and complained of being cold, asking 
the watchers to draw hisrubber blanket over 
him. At3:15 he fellinto a gentle sleep, from 
which he did not awake until 5:30. He tossed 
uneasily on the eot for an half nour and at 6 
o’clock arose and dressed himself. His pulse 
at this time was beating at the rate of 66 

r minute, and his temperature was 98 1-2 

egrees. Anhour later after,walking around 
his enclosure, his pulse had risen to 78. Dr. 

W. L. Little says that at this time his eye was 

normal, his tongue clean, and there was no 

offensive odor in his breath. His mouth, 
bowevey, tasted unpleasant unless he gargied 
prequentiy, and he felt a throbbing or un- 
easiness about the gastric region. This was 
very slight, however,and Dr. Tanner said that 
when he read or otherwise withdrew his 
mind from the nature of the task in which he 
was engaged, he lost this feeling. At 8:90 his 

ulse bad risen to 80, and his temperature 

d slightly fallen, being 98 1-10 a 

During the greater part of the morning the 
fa&ting Doctor passed his time lvi in his 
cot and tossing uneasily about. He insisted, 
however, that he felt better than on the pre- 
vious day, and made no eompiaint of any 

He used water as «a K* 
equently, but the glass always showed the 
same measure When the water Was returned 
to it. and it is not believed that a drop passed 
to his stomach.

To-day I 
have had the hall closed to all but medical 
men and reporters, and I shall have it closed 
to-morrow. AfterthatI believe I shall be

Lou must be very weak?“ suggested the 
reporter. 

Of course, lam weak. I expected that 
when I began, but 1 have started out to show 
what a man can do, and I intend to show it. 
I shall do just what I proposed to do. [shall 
live forty days without eating, and I believe 
I shall without drinking. 1 am not 
suffering nearly so much in the first few days 
as I expected to suffer, and that is somethin 
to encourage me. All I want is fair play, 4 
I will establish the principle which I laid 
down in my letter to the Times, in spite of 
Dr. Hammond and his sneers.”’ 

It was the papers of Dr. William H. Ham- 
mond, of this city, discrediting the remarka- 
ble story about Mollie Fancher, that brought: 
Dr. Tannertothis city to make the experi- 
ment now going on. Dr. Hammond offered 
to give Mollie Fancher $1,000 if she would 
abstain from food and water thirty days, un- 
der watchers of his selection, but his propo- 
sition was not accepted. Dr. Tanner was a 
temperance lecturer in Minnesota. The dis- 
cussion of the Mollie Fancher case in the 
journals of this city, and the discredit thrown 
on the story by Dr. Hammond and other emi- 
nent physicians, ruined Dr. Tanner’s reputa- 
tion asa faster. His friends began to doubt 
the truth of his story that he 
had lived forty-two days without 
taking food, and in order to redeem *him- 
self be determined to come to this city and 

ass threugh the ordeal under the eyes of 

‘ew York doctors. On the 9th of January 
last he senta long letter to the Times, ex- 
plaining his theories in detail, and offering to 
— — the feat which Mollle Fancher had 

eclined to undertake. Hearing nothing from 
Dr. Hammond, he came to this city about the 
middle of May, and visited that gentleman at 
bis house. e proposed to make the trial 
before members of the Neurological Society, 
but Dr. Hammond and he could not agree as 
to the conditions of the test, and the negotia- 
tions fell through. He was determined not to 
return to Minnesota before re-establishing his 
reputation as a faster; so he hired Clarendon 
Hall on his own account, and began the pres- 
ent experiment. A Times reporter visited 
Dr. Hammond yesterday, and had a longcon- 
versation with him in regard to the starving 
temperance lecturer. The Doctor said: 
I would not throw the least discredit on 
Dr. Tanner. I think he honestly believes he 
can do what he has attempted. The man is 
evidently honest enough, for he don’t try to 
make money out of his experiment by charg- 
ing admission to the hall, as I certainly 
thought he would. Itisapity, though, that 
he is net in the hands of the regular physi- 
cians. I offered him a room in my house to try 
the experiment of living thirty days without 
liquid or solid food, but he dectined the offer. 
Had he accepted he would have been under 
the charge of regular members ofthe profes- 
sion, and some scientific results might have 
flewed from the trial.“ 

Do you think he has any chance of suc- 
cess?’ asked the reporter. 

Not the least chance in the world. He 
bas lost ten pounds of flesh in five days. That 
is a large loss. If he keeps on losing at that 
rate, 1 don’t think he can stand it more than 
a week more. He will either die or become 
insane. He is liable to become insane at any 
time, and I’m not sure that his mind is not a 
little unbalanced now. He might possibly 
live thirty days without food, but he can’t 
live ten days without water. Water is more 
food than anything else. It enters more 
largely into the tissues of the body than any- 
thing else. In fact, nine-tenths of a man’s 
weight is water. The experiment, as it now 
stands, seems to me very absurd. What is 
the man to gain dy it? Absolutely nothing, if 
he succeeds. 
be honest about it, and I’m sorry he isn’t in 
charge of men who could give some re- 
sults of their observations for the benefit of 
science.“ 

‘* Will not the fact that Dr. Tanner is not a 
drinking man help him!“ 

„If he drank spirits, it would be against 
him, but a moderate use of light wines would 
help him. Claret and water, taken moder- 
ately. would sustain him wonderfully. There 
is on record the caseof an insane boy who 
lived for two months on nothing but the juice 
of oranges. It is astonishing how long a man 
can tive without food. But he must have 
water, or he can’t stand it. Dr. Tanner 
has used up two pounds of his body every 
— in breathing so far. Now, a man can 
on 8 stand a sudden reduction of four-tenths 
of bis body without dying, unless he is very 
fat, which Tanper igs not. When a man is 
starving his fat goes first. It ig burned 
up like oil in a fire. Then comes the at- 
tack on the tissues. Tanner has got one ad- 
vantage, which he undoubtedly calculated on 
in making his arrangements. He has chosen 
very warm weather in which to starve him- 
self,and in that he has shown remarkably 
good sense. He has got to keep his tempera- 
ture up to about 98 degrees. it goes down 
ten degrees he must die. The temperature of 
the atmosphere is now very nearly that, and 
this condition will aid him greatly in the 
struggle. When his temperature begins to 
tak and his pulse to go up, you may begin to 
look for the end. His pulse registered ninety 
vesterday. This was fifteen above his 
normal condition, and indicates a weak 
heart already. he does succeed 
in fasting forty days without food or water, 
he will prove to be the most remarkable man 
on record. No such feat has ever been ac- 
complished before to my knowledge. He 
says, however, that he is gifted with some ex- 
traordinary power, which he don’t under- 
stand himself, which enables him to perform 
this feat. You can’t help respecting the man 
for his pluck, anyway.. He is mene no 
money out of his experiment, and the loss 
which he has sustained of two pounds daily 
fulfilled the con- 
ditions laid down up to this time.“

It 
is impossible to prevent gambling, but it can 
be regulated.

that war should be waged. Play- 
ing a brace game is not gambling. It is 
robbing and getting robbed. If Chief Carson 
will break up one brace game in this city, he 
will receive the support and hearty co-opera- 
tion of every honest man in the city, And if 
he would apply to the known square gam- 
blers, he would receive a creat deal of assist- 
ance from them in routing the crooked games. 
There are many evils existing that Chief Car- 
son could turn bis attention to that need at- 
tention from the police much more than 
square faro games.

The Chicago Tribune publishes a lo 
and detailed story how, during the war, 
Hancock had determined to resist the 
removal of McClellan, and determin- 
ed to march with his army to 
Washington, arrest Stanton, Lincoln, etc., 
and take possession of the Government. 
The Tribune promises to produce Grant’s 
testimony to the correctness ef this story. 

The Chicago Inter-Ocean has a long edi- 
torial based upon the story that Hancock 
wears—corsets. The Jnter-Ocean thinks that 
this will cost Hancock at least a million 
votes, as nothing is so effective in a cam- 
paign as ridicule. Now imagine, reader, 
General Hancock wounded at Gettysburg, 
or now weighing 250 pounds, with tight- 
laced corsets! 

But the most scurrilous thing is pub- 
lished by the Chicago Times. It refers to 
an alleged physical deficiency of General 
Hancock owing to the wound received at 
Gettsyburg which shall remain as nameless, 
as far as we are concerned, as the moral 
and mental conclusions which the Times 
draws from its remarkable discovery.

HOW TO MEET THE DANGER. 

The newspapers are again full of conjec- 
tures about the possibilities of danger in 
New York, where the Republican Legisla- 
ture may be called together to abolish the 
popular election and appoint the Presi- 
dential electors. 

We do not think there is much reason 
for alarm. Circumstances have so greatly 
changed within the last month that, 
although the stealing of the electoral vote 
is still a possibility, the chances are alto- 
gether against it. 

Had Grant been nominated it would have 
been a great probability. But now—why 
should Conkling do such an extraordinary 
act and take such political peril for Gar- 
fleld? A man may steal for himself and his 
friends. But for his bitterly despised 
enemy—for his own probable mortification 
—at the risk of a political future, Roscoe 
Conkling will hardly consent to the sug- 
gested theft of the New York electoral 
vote. 

There is another reason which will prob- 
ably have some effect in preventing mis- 
chief. Electoral votes must not only be 
cast, but counted. While the Republican 
Legislature at Albany may try to cast the 
vote of New York, the Democratic Congress 
has the power to determine what is a legal 
vote, the absolute duty to reject fraudulent 
or illegal votes, the power to count as it 
pleases. 7 

Let it be remembered that under the 
precedent of a century, and under the spe- 
cial claim and practice of the Republicans 
in 1876, Congress alone counts and. decides 
what is and what is not an electoral vote. 

Let it also be distinctly understood that 
if such an outrage as that proposed were 
carried out at Albany, the stolen votes 
would not be counted at Washington. 

With this understanding there will proba- 
blv be less talk of stealing the vote of New 
York.

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THE RISING RIVER. 


North St. Louis Threatened With 
. a Serious Inundation. 


_— 
— 


The Lumber Business Suspended—The Dam- 
age Already Inflicted by the Flood. 


Nerth St. Louis is at present threatened 
with a flood. The low lands extending along 
the river banks on either side are already 
flooded, and if the river should continue to 
rise as rapidly as it has done during the past 
twenty-four hours, serious damage and de- 
struction of property will result. During the 
last twenty-four hours the river has risen 
seven inches and shows no signs of abatement. 


The lumber business has! been entirely sus- 
ended and, until the flood subsides, cannot 
e resumed. 

A vast amount of lumber, lath, shingles, 
etc., have been removed from along the lum- 
ber wharf to prevent it being carried off by 
the rising waters. Several families in the low 
lands moved out yesterday, and others are 
preparing to get out to-day. Five feet more 
will sweep the low lands north of the Water- 
works, and seven feet will work immense de- 
struction in the lumber districts of North St. 
Louis. The water receiver at Bissell's 
Point now stands out twenty-five feet 
from the main shore. Nearly the en- 
tire lenghth of Jaburet Island is 

COVERED WITH WATER, 
and many of the families have been forced 
to move to tbe main shore. Dams have been 
put in the sloughs east of the W., St. L. and 

Railroad tracks to hold the flood back, but 
they will only be able tostand one and a half 
feet more, and then the bottoms will be flood- 
ed. On the Illinois shore the wa- 
ter is to the top of the banks 
and nearly up to the east entrance of tne 
Union Stock Yard branch, and the great 
Illinois rock dyke is already covered. The 
first floor of the salt elevator at the foot of 
Bremen avenue has already been reached and 
only lacks a few feet of getting on the second 
floor. All of the bulk and barrell salt has been 
removed to the third floor. The water is 
nearly upto the floor of the city scaven- 
ger dump. and with a few feet 
more of water and a heavy run of drift, noth- 
ing can prevent it from being carried away. 

The Helene Schulenburg came in from Still- 
water yesterday with a large raft of lumber. 
This is the first arrival for several days, and 
a be the last until the river begins to de- 
cline. 

These are several millions of feet of rafted 
lumber in Alton Slough and other harbors 
north which isiatended for this market, but 
the owners are afraid to risk the danger of

CAMP CUPPLES EVACUATED. 


The National Guard Return to their 
Employers at an Early Hour this 
Morning. 

After the sham battle at the Jockey Club 
race track yesterday afternoon, the militia re- 
turned totheir camp at Forest Park. The 
Belleville Guards and the company from 
Grafton, Illinois, were forced to return home 
last sight. They were escorted to the depot 
and departed amid cheers and formal military 
salutes. A number of the members of the 


National Guard, whose business demanded 
their presence inthe city at an early hour 
this morning, were given leave to come 
to the city last evening. The St. Joseph Com- 
pany,afine looking body of fifty-two men, 
under command of Capt. Hanson, spent the 
night in the camp. guests of the St. Louis 
soldiery. The story and the song went round 
until as late an hour as was consistent with 
discipline. The boys were treated to sporadic 
exhibitions of fireworks. The delicacies of 
the season were accessible, but by midnight 
the tread of the sentry and his cae and 
perilous round alone disturbed the stillness 
of the night, if suppressea conversation, the 
mutiied pop of a cork, or the silent 
fizz of Belcher water from some one of the 
darkened tents be excepted. At5 this morn- 
ing, the reveille brought each warrior to his 
feet and warned him to prepare for the weary 
march tothe depot. At 6 o’clock, breakfast 
was attacked and utterly annibilated. At 7 
o' clock, line was formed with the St. Joe sol- 
diers on the right, and at 7:30 camp was 
broken. There were 230 of the St. Louis boys 
in line. The column, under command of Col. 
Carpenter, passed Gen.Squires’ headquarters 
aud the companies in turn salu 
the commander. Capt. Winters’ battery fired 
asalute. The cavalry had in the meanwhile 
broken camp and were der toward the 
city. The Montgomery Guards had returned 
tothe city last night. When the infantry 
boarded the Wabash train at 8 a. m., 

THE COLORED COMPANIES, 
the Attack and Sumner Guards, had not 
broken camp. They expected to remain 
throughout the day, The artillery struck 
their colors at 9 a. m.,’and arrived in the city 
at about 1 o’clock this afternoon. When the 
National Guard reached the Union 
Depot -at 8:30, they formed into line. and 
marched by way of Twelfth, Clark, Myrtle 
and Fourth streets to Armory Hall. Here 
they were reviewed by General Squires, who 
complimented the boys upon their soldierly 
b gand gentlemanly deportment during 
the encampment. The gratifying intelligence 
was imparted that the sham battle 
had netted more than the cost of 
the encampment. General Squires. re- 
viewed the fact that this venture had been 
conducted at the expense of the Guard, and 
hoped to seethe time when the gentlemen 
for whose protection the rd is maintained 
sustain such necessary episode. in militia lifes 
as the one which has just closed. The regi- 
ment after cheers for the St. Joe company 
broke ranks. Capt. Hanson’s men will be 
escorted to the Union Depot at 9 o'clock this 
evening by the Second Regiment and a brass 
band. 


KRING’S CASE. 


It is Docketed For Trial During The 
September Term. 

This morning Judge Laughlin allowed 
Charies F. Kring, the murderer, to withdraw 
his plea of guilty of murder in the 
second degree and enter a plea of not guilty. 
His decision was thus worded: The defend- 
ant for nearly five years defended himself 
against an indictment for murder of the first 
degree. With the consent of the Acting Cir- 
cuit Attorney he then withdrew his plea of 
not guilty of murder of this degree 
and entered a plea of guilty of murder in the 
second degree. Thereupon the Court sen- 
ced him for aterm of twenty-five years. 
He then filed his motion to set aside this sen- 
tentence, and in support ot it filed attidavite. 
This Court adjudged the reasons assigned 
insufficient, and from this the defendant suc- 
cessfully prosecuted his appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. He now comes into court and 
without withdrawing his motion, which is 
still pending, asks, or rather says he de- 
sires to stand by his plea, and 
insists thatthe alleged agreement between 
him and the Acting Circuit Attorney, as to 
the duration of his punishment, be carried 
out. 

This court is bound to grant this motion. 
The Supreme Court haveso decided. The 
defendant might, at any time before sub- 
mission, withdraw is, as he could 
any other motion, and thus leave his plea 
stand. But this he does not do, and here 
this Court finds the case mow precisely as 
it stood when it was before on, 
and denies the application. This action of the 
Court bas been by the appellate tribunal! de- 
clared to have been an error, and to oveirule 
the motion now would bea plain refusal to 
obey the high mandate of that court. 

The motion, therefore, is granted, and the 
case will be set down peremptorily for trial 
for the second week in September. 


A Change of Venue. 
The attorneys of Kring stated toa Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning that they in- 
tend to make an effort to have their client, 


when his case comes up fora hearing again, 
tried in one of the Circuit Courts. They claim 
that he will never be able to obtain a fair trial 
unless he secures a change of venue.

A very large increase of fer- 
tilizers has also been used in the Atlantic 
States; and in the Southwest the new land put 
under cotton is generally the more produc- 
tive. Hence, if we call the possibilities of this 
crop (in comparison with the last one) 10 per 
cent more on account of the increased acreage, 
we should add 5 to 10 per cent further on ac- 
count or the tertilizers used on r lands and 
the more than average quality of the new lands 
cultivated. The sum of these percentages will 
probably cover the extreme additional produc- 
tive power of the planting this year. On 
the other side, itshould be said that, even if 
we find subsequent favorable conditions serve 
to bring up the plant in the section of Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana (which, as we have 
seen, was faulty in the start) to highest pro- 
ductive power, itis not presumable that we

tiated by the law and evidence . g 

As for the allegation in plaintiff's peti- 
tion to the effect that the water pipe running 
to his establishment from the river had been 
or would be rendered useless by the improve- 
ments made by the Elevator Company, the tes - 
timony failed to show it to be a truthful state- 
ment. 

He cited a decision rendered before the new 
charter had been adopted, in which 
Judge Dillon maintained that the city had a 
right to lease 0 for wharf purposes to 
private individuals. ere could be no such 
thing as unlawfully obstructing the wharf, as 
the wharf was designed to be obstructed by 
boxes, barrels and merchandise of every de- 
sci iption. 

After declaring that he failed to understand
